The Emperor last Saturday bade farewell to 
the officers and men of the Naval Squadron at 
Kiel.

for China next week. 


The Emperor (according to the Daily News 
Berlin Correspondent) is to visit Bergen, and 


stay away about ten days. On July 19 the 
composite brigade is to embark at Wilhelms- 
haven, and the Emperor intends to be present at 
their departure. 

The Antipathy of the Chinese Revo- 

lutionaries to Foreigners. 

The local Chine e papers at Canton (where 
our wily old friend, Li-Hung-Chang acts as 
Viceroy) publish two circular edicts of the (since 
deposed) Dowager-Empress dealing with the 
3oxer movement, the attack of the Foreign 
Powers on China, and the position of the Chinese 
authorities. 

These edicts, which reached Li-Hung-Chang 
some days ago, say that reconciliation with the 
Christians, against whom the whole nation, 
including military men, litérati, nobles, and 
princes, have united in order to stamp them 
out, is completely ont of the question. The 
foreigners, it is declared, began the fight 


agamst China with the attack on the Taku | 


Forts, and the bitter feeling against all 
foreigners has consequently increased still more. 
Any attempt to put down the people would be 
dangerous, and for this reason it seems expedient 
for the present to make use of the anti-foreign 
movement. 

The Empress was willing to protect the 
threatened Legations at Peking. It remains to 
be seen, she snys, whether the for-igners or 
the Chinese are stronger. In any case, all the 
Governors should immediately enrol troops for 
the defence of their districts, and act according 
to local circumstances upon their own judgment. 
They would be responsible for any loss of 
territory.

The Empress Up Again. 
| According to information from a Chinese 
oflicial source (cabled home Reuter's agent from 
Shanghai last Tuesday) the Empress resumed 
the reins of government on June 30, and 
appointed Yung-Lu Prime Minister. Shesenta 
despatch to Nankin by runner, who covered 100 
miles a day, to thank the Yangtse Viceroys for 
their loyalty, and to recommend them to protect 
the foreigners at any cost. And this in the face 
of her former edict !

The Chinese Made an Attack 
upon Tientsin 
on Friday morning, July 6. They opened fire 
with artillery (reported the Central News man) 
at 4 a.m. Their attack was developed from the 
east. They had twelve guns in action. 

The allied forces replied with three 12-pounders 
from the Terrible, and afterwards a force of a 
thousand men, composed of detachments of the 
different European forces, marched out to attack 
the Chinese under cover of the naval guns. The 
Chinese eventually were compelled to retire at 
one o’clock.

“Admiral Seymour Unhurt.” 


A Daily News Chifu Special Correspondent,

| Gallantry by Russians. 
| Near the French settlement at Tientsin heavy 
| fighting occurred during the attack. The bridge 
was held by a small force of Russians with a 
Gatling gun, and for some time there was 
| desperate fighting at point-blank range. The 
Russians skilfully worked their Gatling, and 
| gallantly held their own until the arrival of two 
companies of their compatriots. The Chinese 
then sullenly retired towards the native city. 
One civilian was injured. The Russian casualties 
are in excess of the enemy’s, but they are 
slightly wounded. The British force had no 
casualties. 

There was a report last Monday that an Inter- 
national force, composed of Russians and 
Japanese, had got within a short distance of 
Peking, after severely defeating a large body of 
Chinese troops. 


Captain Beattie’s Pluck. 


On the 21st of last month a gallant attempt 
was made by Captain Beattie and 200 Briti-h 
bluejackets to capture two Chinese guns which 
were then harassing the city of Tientsin. Captain 
Beattie was twice wounded early in the attack, 
but continued leading his men most gallantly. 
The attack failed, but the guns were soon after- 
wards silenced. 

The Hero of Tientsin, 

says a Reuter's Special Service message, is a 
young Englishman named James Watts, the best 
rider in China. He, with three Cossacks, ran the 
gauntlet to Taku with messages for reinforce- 
ments, repeatedly charging through villages 
under fire. Several of the foreign commanders 
haye recommended all four for decorations.

Japs to the Front. 


Information from an authoritative source 
wires Reuter's St. Petersburg agent) confirms 
the report that Russia consents, and, like the 
other Powers, is even desirous; that Japan should 
actively co-operate in the pacification of China. 
Furthermore, Russia places no limit to the 
number of troops which Japan may wish to send, 
on condition, however, that her consent in no 
way constitutes a mandate, which would place 
Japan in a privileged position. Japan must, on 
the contrary, co-operate on entirely the same 
footing, and under the same conditions, as the 
other Powers. 

From Yokohama last Monday we heard that 
the Japanese Government had decided upon the 
immediate increase of the force for China to 
23,000 men and 5000 horses. 

A number of British and German wounded 
have arrived at Yokohama. 


The Italian Force Cheered. 
On the departure of Italian troops on Monday 
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decided upon at a special meeting of the Cabinet 
at the State Department upon receipt of inform- 
ation through the Chinese Minister that the 
foreign Ministers were safe at Peking, but in need 
of immediate assistance.

L Tio ROBERTS on July 7 informed | 
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Fhese orders were effectually carried out 
during July 6 and July 7 by Mahon, who 
was attacked by some three thousand men 
with six guns and two Vickers-Maxims. . - - 

Steyn left Bethlehem on the night of 
July 4 for Fouriesburg, between Bethlehem 
and Ficksburg. He was accompanied by 
Christian De Wet and other Free State 
commanders with the troops, amounting, it 
is said, to about 3000 men. 

Hanbury Tracy, who commands at Rusten- 
burg, reports that a party of Boers under 
Limmer called on him yesterday morning to 
surrender the town and garrison. ‘Tracy 
replied that he held Rustenburg for Her 
Majesty's Government, and intended to 
continue occupying it. 

The enemy then opened fire with artillery, 
and tried to take the heights which com- 
mand the town. 

In this they did not succeed owing to the 
good arrangements made by Tracy and his 
officers, and were eventually driven off with 
the assistance of Colonel Holdsworth, 
7th Hussars, who made a rapid march of 
forty-eight miles from the neighbourhood 
of Zeerust with Bushmen under Colonel 


A Keconnoitring Party of thirty-two men, under Lieutenant-Commander Kayes, 


of the torpedo-boat destroyer Fame, took and destroyed the New City Fort, about twelve miles from Taku, on June 26. 


There was almost no opposition, but two Bluejackets were injured by an explosion, and many Chinese were killed, according to Reuter's trusty agent.

Regiment. 


United States Troops from Manila. 


The Washington correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph cabled that the United States on 
Monday decided to withdraw some of the troops 
from the Philippines and to despatch them to 
China to join the relief column. This action was

were notified that they were ordered on active 
service they rushed on deck, cheering excitedly, 
and gave vent to their satisfaction by dancing 
hornpipes and romping gteefully. It is stated 
that the ‘Arethusa will convoy the transport 
Tartar, which is waiting to embark 1600 marines 
who are now hastening to Vancouver.

BY A FRESH HAND. 


More About Begonias. 

AM very pleased indeed to be able to give another 
note on begonias, the short paragraph given a few 
weeks ago having aroused slight interest among my 
correspondents. The Illustration given this week is 
of the single species of the very best strains now 

grown. A very important matter in the growing of 
begonias, cyclamens, gloxinias, and other plants of the 
same kind is to make a good start, the seeds being, very 
minute. They therefore require to be sown with the 
greatest care. The customary plan among successful 
growers is to take a clean pan or 6-in. pot, and well drain it 
by placing one piece of pot over each hole, and then a layer 
of smaller pieces on these, finishing with some finely sifted

sandy compost. Press the soil moderately firm, and 
sprinkle a little silver sand on the surface. Then apply | 
sufficient warm water through a fine rose-can to moisten 
the whole of the compost, and when the water has well | 
drained away, sow the seeds thinly and evenly on the 
Surface. Do not make an attempt to cover with soil, | 
although a very small amount of finely sifted compost or 
sand may be sprinkled on the seeds to prevent their being 
wafted away by the wind. When sown place a pane of | 
glass on the pot or pan and cover the glass with a piece of 
brown paper, removing both, however, immediately the 
seeds have germinated. I hope this note will satisfy my 
northern correspondent. 


Mannikins and their Management. 


The mannikins are a group of little foreign birds that 
can be thoroughly recommended to any intending avicul- 
turist. They are for the most part hardy, simple in their 
diet, easy to maintain in health, very peaceable and quiet, 
and inexpensive to purchase. In plumage they are sober- 
looking, but withal pretty, and they are sociable in disposi- 
tion and readily tamed. They are mostly natives of India, 
though a few of the varieties come from other parts of the 
world. One of the best known of the family is the Java 
sparrow, which is bred in two colours—grey and white. This 
bird has been bred and reared for many generations in Japan, 
where the white variety was produced; but the original 
habitat is Java and the adjacent islands. The Java 
sparrow is known as the paddy or rice bird. The grey 
birds are sometimes found difficult to breed in confine- 
ment. Dr. Butler accounts for this by their habit, in 
a wild state, of building a spherical nest in growing 
reeds or rice-fields, and their consequently not under- 
standing making a nest in a box. He found that 
this difficulty is avoided by breeding from a hen 
either white or bred from a white strain. The young 
ones ‘thus produced from the grey and the white bear 
but little sign of their white ancestry. The mannikins 
are practically songless, for they sing for the most part in 
dumb show. It is amusing to watch the males opening and 
shutting their beaks, swelling out their throats, and going 
through a regular pantomime while endeavouring to attract 
the attention of the hens. The main food of all the 
varieties is millet and canary seed. Both white millet and 
spray millet should be given, as well as green food every 
day in warm weather; the latter, however, only occasionally 
and in small quantities in the winter. Watercress, chick- 
weed, lettuce, and grass, when in flower, are all good. 


The Runt Pigeon. 


The runt, one of the largest and the heaviest of what may 
be termed domestic pigeons, is not known and cultivated in 
this country as it certainly deserves to be. If placed in 
favourable circumstances, runts are very prolific birds: 
twelve young ones in the course of the season are not an 
uncommon produce for a single pair. Their heaviness, how- 
ever, unfits them for being the occupants of ordinary dove- 
cotes; they have a difficulty in flying up to any height, and 
are therefore best accommodated in a low house or nesting- 
place, raised only a few feet from the ground. Many a rabbit- 
hutch would be very easily convertible into a convenient 
runt locker, where the birds might be petted, and where they 
would bring forth abundantly. They vary in colour, also in

Green Food Substitute. 

Cut clover hay is given as a substitute for green food, 
and mixed with meal. The way it is prepared in 
America, where it is greatly used by poultry-keepers, 18 
as follows: Clover hay may be cut fine and fed dry. But 
the proper way to prepare it is to cut it in the after- 
noon, and at night scald it in a tub or bucket by 
pouring boiling water over it; throw a cover (old carpet 
or anything) over the tub, allow it to stand all night, 
and in the morning it will be still warm, and : a 
savoury odour that will almost tempt you to eat it yourself. 
To every bucketful of dry cut hay add one quart of the 
following mixture: Ground corn, ground oats, and bran, 
101b.; linseed meal, 1 Ib.; salt, 1 oz.; mix well. Feed in a 
trough, and give the hens all they will eat twice a day. 
Each hen will walk away when she has eaten all she wants. 
The bucket of dry food, scalded at night as mentioned, will 
feed about thirty hens, and perhaps more, and they will 
relish it highly. No other green food will be necessary.

The Dairy. 


There are several very excellent books on the work of the 
dairy, one of the best—because it is written in a nice, easy 
style—being that of Mr. James Long, an ex-Principal of 
the Royal Agricultural College at Cirencester. This is the 
work I would advise my correspondent to get; whilst, 
should he be visiting any agricultural show, a tour 
of the implement - yard will be both instructive and 
interesting. Here he will see all the latest appli- 
ances—strainers, measuring tubs or drums, scalding-pans, 
warmers, and containers; in fact, everything required. 
The sealding-pan of which I give an Illustration is made 
to fit the copper, which is, of course, an adjunct to every 
dairy ; but a very good one can be bought with an earthen- 
ware inside pan, the warmer being made with the stout 
copper bottom, brass handles, spout tap, and a handsome 
brass cover. At present I cannot say more about dairy

twenty shillings each. No small 
wonder is it then that discriminating 
femininity had made a rush to 
secure one or other of them. 

But, of course, if you prefer to
